The candidates were all Strong 
ti.en. and any one of them Would have 
beet) a Credit to his Alma Mater at 
Oxford. 

Taking all the various factors into 
consideration, viz. scholastic attain 
ment, popularity, athletic prowess, 
etc., the committee made the finding 
that Mr. Murray was the most repre- 
sentative candidate fi.m. these w-ver- 
ul points of view. 

Mr. Murray needs no introduction 
to Me» i ill men. He came here with 
an exceptional record from McGill 
B.C., which be has successfully main 
t ai tied, We shall discuss his claims 
to distinction under three heads, aca- 
demic, athletic, and executive, 

In British Columbia his chief a ca 
demie achievement lay in capturing 
the Governor General's medal for the 
Province by an exceptionally high 
standing which set a record in this 
competition. During Ins High School 
course he was never equalled either 
in any individual subject or in any 
aggregate of subjects. At McGill B, 

<'. he easily headed Ins rlass with 
tirst rank honors and entered the uni 
' versity at the top of the list of sec 
' ond year exhibition winners, at the 



sessional examinations in 1310 he re- 
ceived a tirst class mark in all sub- 
jects, being especially distinguished 
in classics anil literature. In his 
third year he entered the honor class 
in English and History nnd was 
awarded second rank honors. In his 
final year he specialized in the de- 
partment of history, being the writer 
of several essays of note, particular 
ly on subjects dealing with the "Par 
Kast" and "Pacific Supremacy." 

One of the features of his academic 
career was the winning of the McKen- 
zie Scholarship in the third and four- 
th years.
